The life insurance companies aro pretty 


generally in trouble. Several of them have 
failed outright aud public eonfidencs is 
greatly shaken, if not in tbe system itself, 
at least in the management of the great 
corporations haying charge of the vast 
funds that haw been collected within the 
past 
few years. 
It 
is charged that 


the 
officers 
and 
managers 
of 


these institutions are conducting them in 
their oivn interest rather than for the inter- 
est of their clients and that much of tho 
money gathsred in premiums is wasted on 
the officials who are in charge. It is quite 
likely that the evil is over-estimated, but 
that it exists is not to be disputed. The leg- 
islature of New York is making inquiry into 
the foots of the case, nnd the discoveries 
thus far made are not assuring. Take for 
instance the question of salaries which tbe 
managers of these trust funds vote to 
themselves, as furnished to this legislative 
committee. The report which is given to tbe 
whole country through the associated preis 
dispatches shows that in the Mutual Life the 
following are the salaries : President, $30,- 
000; First Vice Preiidont, .$18,000; Second 
Vice President, $12,401); Secretary, $8000 : 
Assistant Secretary, $5100 ; Actuary, $15,- 
000; First Assistant Actuary, $7200; Second 
m>aiui»uL Actuary, $4600; two medical ex- 
aminers, each $9600, $19,200; solicitors 
and counsel, $14,400; one hundred and ten 
clerks and employe's, $191,463 01. 


In the 
Equitable Life the following 


salaries w«ro paid last year: President, 
$87,600 ; Vice President, $22,000; Actuary, 
*20,000; Assistant Vice President, .?7CUO,- 
Secrelary, $16,000. 


Henry B. Hyde testified that in addition 


to his large salary the compensation derived 
by himself has averaged f 20,217 per year 
during the last eighteen years, nnd tho total 
amount received by|him for all services in 
salaries, fees, and compensation since the 
organization of tbe company amounts to 
$4Sr>,!)Ou. lu some years bis fees at two 
and ono-half per cent, of (he surplus reached
